Dear Mr. Newman: 

I was greatly pleased to hear from another devotee of 
my special hobby. Mr Norman Bryant and I have been close friends for' ~ 
some years now. and we each have a list of what the other has in the Conn, 
and Vermont collections. i 0 

I am afraid you are straining a point when you call me the American 
authority in the matter of Conn, cents, I may be wrong, but so far as I 
am aware I have the largest collection of die varieties of anyone here 
in New England now numbering 263. Many collectors have been able to put 
much more money for condition in their collection than I could. but as 
you will probably undr stand I have the whole gamut of the scale from 
poor ; just enough for positive attribution to some very fine. Mr. Bryant 
is a much younger man and has the next largest collection to mine of any 
one I know^ and he is even trying to get two of every die variety which 
is more than I can afford to try for. so I don’t let that bother me. 

Now in regard to what you mentioned in your letter. You without 
doubt have something UNIQUE. 'What a great pity it is that Betts did not 
have photographic reproductions instead of free hand drawings for il- 
lustrations. If the cuts held only been halftones from photographs no 
matter how crude the coins were, how vastly better it would have been. 
Personally I know of only two specimens of the 1788 1-1. Here is quite a 
coincidence, for in July 1944 Mr. Howard H. Kurth and I both secured ' 
this variety from Mr. Charles p.Knoth, It seems Mr Knoth was disposing 
oi a large collection.but from what source j do not know, Mr Kurth’ s 

i 0 a better specimen than mine , but mine has a not bad obverse ^ but the 

reverse is very poor ,just good enough for positive identification. I

There was a time in years gone by when I tried to collect from all

thirteen colonies in regard to the little brown bills, but it proved too 
much of an undertaking and I "pulled in my horns" and have disposed of most 

everything except Conn. and Continental bills, I feel quite proud of the Con-

tinentals as I have a specimen of every denomination of every issue of the 
entire 110. besides a number of the blue singles and an uncut sheet of the 
Ssept 26 1778 in blue. beside a few contemporary counterfeits. Ity pet num- 
ber in Continentals is No. 10 on a- 4.5 July 22 1775. Can you beat that? 

In 1935 j£r . Wismer had number 930087 on a 2/3 dollar. Quite a difference. 

My Conn, bills number Ijihink about 60 varieties not including duplicates 
but in the Oct *11 1777 (little bilis) I have tried for signatures^ and with 
duplicates have succeeded in obtaining 15 of the 26 signatures. Conn, bills 
1709 up to 1770 being practically unobtainable for rarity j have quite a 
collection of these being pho tostats which j consider far better than noth 
ing.and have mounted them in a large scrapbook. I have no duplicates of 

the coins you mentioned, Do you know Howard H. Kurth of 557 Kott ptt.

Dear Mr. Richardson: 

In 3pite of the fact that you are almost 84 years of age I 
am sure you realize that with hobbies ouch as ours wo can 
lire indefinitely. I am 36 but hare collected for 25 years, 
so I consider myself an "old" collector. I certainly marvel 
at your collection of Connecticut items. 

I specialize in American colonial coins but also have United 
States coins and a large collection of paper money issued in 
the United States from colonial times to the present. I have 
a number of very nice items but, like all other collectors, 
have many holes. 

I have 15 different Vermont cents, all in nice condition, 
including one which is unknown to Ryder. It ha 3 a mailed 
bust to the left like the 1787 and 1788 issues but has an 
entirely new reverse. I also have an American made imitation 
British half penny which is from the same die as the Vermont 
oent with the British imitation reverse. On your list you 
stated you had Vermont #35, which I presume is #31. I happen 
to have a duplicate of the VERMONTIS, and if you do not got a 
specimen in your auction wo can arrange a trade. 

In Conneotiout I only collect major varieties, such as diff- 
srenees in spelling, facing right or left, mailed or draped, 
large or small head, etc. from each date. Most of mine are 
very fine to uncirculated. I have a number of specimens from 
Dr. Hall’s collection, including the 1787 Hercules head and a 
1787 mutton head with all lettering clear and strong. 

I have a 1787 Now Jersey cent struck over a 1788 Vermont cent, 
proving that Now Jersey was still using its 1787 dies into or 
beyond 1788.

I am sorry that I was not 
oalled upon to furnish coins for illustrations as many 
of my specimens are far superior to any of those which 
are piotured. 

Thanks to your hard work I have checked my Vermonts and 
now find that I have Ryder Richardson Nos. 1, 2, 4, 6, 

7, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 22, 74, 25, 26 , 27, 
31, 34 and 35 . The one which I thought was unknown is 
an error, and the foregoing list is more accurate. 

Prom a study of your counterfeits I find that I would 
have no difficulty in determining the British counter* 
feits of the May 20 , 1777 issue or a Yorktown issue. 

It was for that reason that I wished to see your items 
so that I could check my own opinion. I am returning 
herewith the nine items you forwarded to me. I do not 
believe I need the prints of the two issues which were 
imitated by the British. What I will have to do first 
is to get more of those notes.
